News from Beachcomberland 
Gulfarium’s Endangered Penguin Chick Undergoes Surgery

Within the first two months of hatching, one of 


the Gulfarium’s new African penguin chicks began 
holding its ankles abnormally. 


Following a series of medical examinations by the 
Gulfarium animal care and veterinary team, it was 
discovered that the tendons in the chick’s legs were 
too loose, allowing the joint to slip out of place. Even 
though the issue was initially found in the right leg, 
it was soon determined that the left leg was also 
affected, but to a lesser degree. With the leg joints 
slipping out of place, the penguin chick was unable 
to walk. Possible causes for the issue, as seen in other 
bird species, include a congenital defect, an abnormal 
growth rate or other undetermined causes. 


Due to her inability to walk, Gulfarium Marine 
Adventure Park reached out to specialists in the 
Zoological Medicine Department at the University 
of Florida College of Veterinary Medicine. Vanessa 
Ferraz, a veterinary orthopedic surgeon there, had 
experience with similar cases in other birds and 
penguins. It was decided that external fixators would 
be placed on the chick’s legs, which would allow the 
ankles to be held in position so that the tendon would 
not slip out of place. This solution would enable the 
penguin to walk, and have some range of motion as 
the legs continue to grow. Exercise would help develop 
the muscles of the legs, thus tightening the tendons. 


A team of zoo veterinarians, residents, interns and 
vet students worked tirelessly to assist in the chick’s 
surgeries and recovery. During the healing process, 
the Integrative Medicine department prescribed 
exercises to strengthen the muscles in the chick’s 
legs and improve its ability to walk. 


“We knew that surgery was necessary in order to 
give the chick a chance at a future and the ability 
to walk,” said Dr. Rebecca Wells, Gulfarium’s 
veterinarian. “The chick continues to thrive and is 
improving every day. We are very thankful to the 
team at University of Florida College of Veterinary 
Medicine for their help on this case. We are cautiously 
optimistic that the chick will continue to thrive and 
enjoy the life of a normal penguin. We will continue to

learn from this case in order to help this endangered 
species.” 


The chick is currently undergoing rehabilitation at 
the Gulfarium while the animal care staff monitors 
its progress daily. 


Updates on the chick’s progress will be made 
available on Gulfarium’s Facebook and Instagram 


pages. 


African, or black-footed, penguins can be found in 
four different countries in South Africa. They are 
currently listed as “Endangered” on the IUCN red list, 
which means their populations are currently in severe 
decline and the trends show no sign of reversing. 


African penguin numbers are declining due to 
a variety of reasons, including climate change, 
human intrusion causing habitat destruction, 
and commercial fisheries depleting their food supply.

NWE State College Named Safest Campus in Florida 


Northwest Florida State College was recently 
named safest college campus in the state of Florida 
by YourLocalSecurity.com. 


The rankings considered public and private colleges 
across the country with 5,000 students or more. 
Using data from the U.S. Department of Education’s 
Campus Safety and Security analysis and the FBI’s 
Uniform Crime Report, the study determined the 
safest college campus in each state. 


Four main factors were used to narrow down 
campus safety amongst the schools that met the 
required criteria—hate crimes per enrolled students, 
violence against women per enrolled females, 
property crime per population, and violent crime 
per population. Northwest Florida State College has 
a mass notification system and many programs to 
keep the campus safe, such as trainings for basic 
life support, stop the bleed, and responses to active 
shooting situations to name a few. 


“IT am proud Northwest Florida State College’s 
campus safety is being recognized on the national 
level,” said Dr. Devin Stephenson, president of 
NWF State College. “Not only does the recognition 
highlight the work our staff puts in to make our six 
locations safe, but it also speaks to the character of 
our students.” 


Additionally, NWF State College joins Governor 
Ron DeSantis in celebrating the news that Florida 
ranks number one in the nation in higher education 
according to U.S. News and World Report. This is 
the third consecutive year that Florida—home to 28 
state colleges—has been recognized as the top state 
for higher education by the study. 


The rankings for the U.S. News and World Report 
were determined by considering the amount of 
citizens in each state that hold a college degree, as 
well as the time it takes students to complete two- 
and four-year degree programs. Also included in the 
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ranking process were the cost of in-state tuition and 
the burden of debt that college graduates carry.

Apparently, Gov. DeSantis Is Not the 
Environmentalist We Thought He Was

An extravagant road-building package approved 
by the Florida Legislature and sent to the governor 
promised to answer one big question that’s been 
hanging over Tallahassee: 


Was it possible that Ron DeSantis, conservative 
Republican and hardline Trump fan, is really, truly 
a friend of the environment? 


DeSantis has made some positive moves in the 
early months of his administration, but it would 
have shown stunning independence and fortitude 
for him to veto the new road bill, which was being 
pushed by some politically powerful industries. 


On Friday, Floridians dreaming for the best were 
brought back to Earth with a thud. DeSantis took 
the easy way out. He signed the road bill. 


The legislation puts in motion the costly extension 
of two existing toll highways and the construction 
of a new one. Together the projects will open up 
vast tracts of rural green space to development and 
sprawl and further endanger Florida’s fragile water 
resources. 


Along the way, lots of folks stand to get rich, 
especially those who fortuitously own property in 
the path of the new routes. Some of them are quite 
rich already. 


A top priority of Senate President Bill Galvano 
of Bradenton, the toll-road package has as 
its centerpiece the expansion of the Suncoast 
Parkway, which now stretches less than 60 miles 
from Hillsborough County above Tampa to Citrus 
County. 


Galvano’s bill will extend the highway through 
North Florida all the way to the Georgia border. 
Interestingly, nobody bothered to tell Georgia 
transportation officials about the plan. 


They found out when they got a phone call from 
the Tampa Bay Times. The Georgia authorities 
expressed no small measure of surprise—and also 
uncertainty about how they might prepare for a new 
expressway being aimed in their direction. 


As proposed, the final leg of the Suncoast extension 
would cross through Jefferson County in Florida 
and terminate at the state line in Thomas County, 
Georgia. The communities are already linked by two 
highways, neither of which has been heavily traveled 
since the closing of a local greyhound track. 


Tony Bodiford, the puzzled director of the Thomas 
County Public Works Department, told the Times: 


“Apparently somebody just made something up, I 
guess. I don’t think anything would warrant a toll 
road through there.” 


To make a bad, expensive idea even worse (and more 
expensive), the toll-roads package also foresees 


extending Florida’s Turnpike to meet up with the 
extended Suncoast Parkway. 


You can guess where a grandiose scheme like this 
originated—lobbyists for road builders, asphalt 
manufacturers, agribusiness conglomerates, a 
phosphate mining firm, landowners and other 
special interests who stand to benefit from one or 
more of the toll-road expansions. 


For example, a major GOP donor, billionaire 
Thomas Peterffy of Palm Beach, owns 561,000 acres 
of timber in several North Florida counties through 
which the Suncoast Parkway would pass. The new 
road would make that property phenomenally 
valuable to developers. 


The final part of the asphalt orgy is to be a toll 
highway as much as 150 miles long that would 
connect Polk County in central Florida to the Naples 
area, on the southern Gulf Coast. 


It’s an old idea that’s never had long-term traction, 
despite the support of massive farm and ranch 
operations such as the Lykes Brothers, whose land 
the new toll road would very profitably cross. This 
time they seem to have scored big time. 


As always, supporters say such projects are 
necessary to ease current traffic congestion, prepare 
for future growth and bring economic growth to 
rural communities. 


Opponents, including almost every major 
environmental group, say the new toll highways 
would be an irrevocable step toward the final 
urbanization of Florida, at the expense of imperiled 
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wetlands, forests and beloved rivers such as the 
Suwannee. 


Still other critics believe toll dollars would best 
be spent not on building new roads through open 
spaces, but on improving the existing, brutally 
overcrowded highway systems in Miami, Tampa, 
Orlando and other major cities. 


The new bill signed by the governor sets aside $45 
million this year for the preliminary planning on the 
Suncoast boondoggle and the other legs. That amount 
would theoretically grow to a total construction cost 
of $1.5 billion over the next decade. 


One thing we all know about road projects: They 
seldom cost less than promised, and even less 
seldom are completed on schedule. 


While it will be a long time before the new highways 
are finished, it would be better for future generations 
if they never got started. 


With a veto, DeSantis would have made a persuasive 
case that he hasn’t been faking it, that he really 
does care about saving what’s left of Florida. 


But by signing the toll-roads bill he sends a different 
message—a cold dose of bubble-bursting reality—to 
those who’d started to believe he was a different 
kind of Republican leader.

Most Americans come into contact with undocu- 
mented immigrants everyday. We eat in restaurants 
staffed with undocumented workers. We live in 
houses, condominiums and apartments built by 
them. We shop, work and live in areas where im- 
migrants who are not citizens of the United States 
do almost all of the landscaping and maintenance. 


Twenty percent of the workforce in the state of Flor- 
ida is comprised of undocumented workers. 


There are misconceptions about many of them. It 
has been said that they are often hired because they 
represent “cheap” labor. It has been said that they 
are paid “under the table.” It has been argued that 
they don’t pay taxes. They’ve been accused of rais- 
ing our crime rate. 


In reality, most employers are concerned with pro- 
duction and pay higher wages to whoever helps 
them achieve their goals. In what is rapidly be-

coming a “cashless society,” there is no way to pay 
someone “under the table” when revenue is derived 
from credit cards or checks. 


Businesses deduct social security taxes from all 
workers—documented or not. Since the undocu- 
mented workers will never reap the benefits of so- 
cial security payments, those deposits are a boon 
to our social security system worth billions of dol- 
lars. They commit far less crimes than native born 
Americans. 


Many of these immigrants work in construction, ag- 
riculture and the hospitality sector of our economy. 
It is argued that they are taking jobs from hard 
working Americans. 


If Americans who want jobs are losing those jobs to 
people who come to this country with nothing but 
the clothes on their back, that’s a real problem. 

If the people who arrive here with no contacts, no 
transportation, no housing, no money, little edu- 
cation, and no language skills are taking anyone’s 
jobs, that says more about us than about them. 


It is estimated that there are 10 million unauthor- 
ized immigrant workers in the United States, down 
from 12 million in 2007. In our largest cities, with- 
out these workers, life would be different. It would 
be next to impossible to dine out in New York City. 
In agricultural areas that require human labor, fruit 
and vegetables would go unpicked. In our mid-sized 
cities that have experienced unprecedented growth 
in the last decade, the building boom would end. 


I am proposing a solution to at least part of this 
problem. Employers of immigrant workers should 
be required to purchase annual work permits. If the 
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permits cost $2,500 per year—a sum most employ- 
ers would gladly pay—that would amount to $25 
billion per year. 


Any worker that spends 10 years in this country, 
commits no crimes, learns to speak English and at- 
tains the equivalent of a high school degree should 
be allowed a path to citizenship. It would give a 
group of hard working people the chance to real- 
ize the American dream that brought most of our 
ancestors here years ago. 


The undocumented workers who have done so much 
in building this country and keeping it running are 
a major part of our capitalist society. 


The 2020 presidential campaign is in full gear. One 
of the ideas being discussed, particularly among 
the Democrats, is the idea of democratic socialism. 
Much of our country already runs on socialistic 
platforms. Public schools, roads, airports, social 
security and Medicare all have socialistic roots. 
Many of the most advanced nations operate with 
programs we would call socialistic. I like capitalism. 


I have a friend who is a remarkably successful 
capitalist. He’s also an immigrant. He came to this 
country when he was three years old. He’s 80 years 
old now. I’ve been fortunate to join him in endeavors 
that could only be possible through a hugely profit- 
able business career. 


But his most impressive accomplishments have 
been in the world of philanthropy. I’ve been a part 
of many fundraising dinners he has hosted over 
the years, and I’ve heard my friend give numerous 
toasts. He is an impressive speaker. 


My favorite toast, and I’ve usually heard it at the 
end of a great day, often watching a sunset (he re- 


ally likes sunsets), is a simple one. 


“To capitalism,” hell say, with a raised glass. “With 
a heart.” 


We ought to try that sometime.

After an exchange of texts and a successful audition, 
Marini was a full-fledged member. “As we were 
working on some songs, trying to put together some 
harmonies and other parts...I was like, Hey, I got a 
gal. Let’s bring on my friend Cheenie. And so Cheenie 
came on and she sings backup vocals and plays 
trumpet and harmonica, and some percussion. 
We've been together now for about three years.” 


For Marini, music was a constant in her life, 
although she did take a break from performing. 
“I’ve been doing music since I was a little girl and 
then growing up, as a teenager, I was in rock bands 
in and out of high school. Then I got married, had 
children, and raised the family. And now they’re all 
grown, so I’m back at it again.” 


Church and the radio were Marini’s first teachers, 
and she continued to learn new songs even after 
she gave up the stage. “I had this whole repertoire 
of my own—you know, there1l be songs I could play 
on piano and sing. I wasn’t playing for anybody so 
I started really, really itching to play for somebody 
other than my dog. He really does enjoy my music, 
but it was time to break out and let the other people 
enjoy (it) as well.” 


After a couple attempts at music projects, Craigslist 
was Marini’s road to Redstone. “I’m glad I started 
again, and I’m at a place that is so fulfilling because 
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i) Setlist...Redstone’s Gina Marini 
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we can go to a gig without even rehearsing now... 
It’s so nice to be able to get to that point.” 


Marini calls the band “family” now and says they 
are excited to continue to add new venues to their 
schedule. 


Redstone aims to include a unique mix of older rock 
songs with current radio hits, encompassing a range 
from Jefferson Airplane’s “White Rabbit” to the Mark 
Ronson-Bruno Mars collaboration “Uptown Funk.” 


“We try to have a little bit of something for everybody,” 
says Marini. “We’re always learning new music to 
keep it fresh.” With a band that averages close to 45 
songs per night, it’s a feat they manage with ease. 


Part of what makes Redstone stand out is the 
inclusion of the trumpet, which the band finds 
surprising ways to work into many of the songs in 
the setlist. It creates an added depth to the songs 
we know and love, whether replacing a synth or 
violin line or just providing additional melody. 


In addition to Redstone, Marini and Papineau have 
formed a duo named Reciprocal Vibe. “We do some 
of the songs from Redstone, but there are more 
pretty songs, too.”

One on One with UpBeat Music’s Dick Reinlie 


Interview by Samantha Lambert 


In case you haven't noticed, there is a new music store in Fort 
Walton Beach at the corner of Racetrack and Beal. It’s called 
UpBeat Music, and it’s owned by Dick Reinlie, who also owns 
an UpBeat Music store in Crestview. Beachcomber’s Samantha 
Lambert sat down with Mr. Reinlie for a one-on-one interview. 


Tell me about your background—where you grew up, 
college, etc.? 

I am a military brat. My family came here in 1965. I went to 
Choctaw and then graduated from FSU in 1973 with a science 
and marketing degree. I worked in the Telecommunication 
industry for a while and then came back to the area in 2002. 


Tell me about UpBeat Music. 

I opened UpBeat Music in Crestview in 2011. It has done really 
well. Our newest location in Fort Walton Beach opened in April 
of this year. Our focus is on providing the amateur musician 
a place to play their instrument, supporting budding middle 
school students in band, encouraging education of musicians, 
and also a place to have your instruments repaired. We have 
great employees who really care about the customers. 


What got you into music? 

My family is musical. My dad played the ukulele, my mom 
played the piano, my sister and I played the drums. For me, 
drumming was a natural thing. I had very few drum lessons. 


Who were your musical influences? 

One was drummer Buddy Rich, who I got to meet a couple 
of times. Another was Joe Morello, who was a drummer with 
the Dave Brubeck band. Rick Shaughnessy was another 
influence. He was the drummer in the Doc Severinsen band 
on the Johnny Carson show. I did some lessons with him at 
Florida State. 


What is your favorite part about this line of work? 

I get a thrill out of watching kids rent an instrument for the 
first time. I tell them to “just play music and keep playing, and 
you will get better!” UpBeat Music holds a recital every year 
in Crestview for around 130 students—both kids and adults. 


What have been your favorite performance venues? 

Being a member of the Choctawhatchee Style Marchers back 
in the ‘70s had a huge influence upon me. It gave me many 
life experiences, taught me leadership skills, and gave me a 
lot of confidence. Also, every Sunday for four years, I played in 
a jazz group called the Jazz Mackerels at the Big City Bistro. 
I played in a jazz orchestra that used to play at Fudpucker’s. 
I also enjoyed playing (with) the Allman Goldflies Band in a 
series called Studio Amped that aired on public television out 
of Pensacola in January of this year. 


What’s the worst job you’ve ever had and why? 

It was being a product market manager for a wireless company 
with a product that didn’t have a market. Plus, I had a bad 
boss. 


What do you like to do in your down time? 

I like to golf. I shoot in the 80s. My first golf instructor was 
Edwin Watts. I also like to spend time with my kids and six 
grandchildren with one on the way. 


What advice would you give someone who wants to be a 
musician? 
Just play your instrument and find all opportunities to play it. 


What does the future hold for you?

Fort Walton Beach’s Unofficial Chicago Embassy

Drive down Beal Parkway in the 
1000-block area, and you cannot 
miss a bright orange, yellow and 
blue food truck, parked in the lot 
of the Mercedes/BMW dealership 
there. The place is The Franks & 
Beef Connection, a compact mobile 
outpost of Chicago cuisine. They 
opened for business about four 
weeks ago. 


On a recent weekend, I stopped by to 
visit with co-owners Joseph Crespo 
(from Chicago), and Jose Garcia 
(from New York), and learn what’s 
drawing all those expat Chicagoans 
(and others) truckside at mealtimes. 
It was baking hot outside, and 
Crespo invited me into the back of 
the truck (where the A/C was) to 
meet his son Joe Jr. and give me a 
tour of the kitchen. It’s a small space, 
clean and neatly organized with 
storage, cooking area, and windows 
for service. I got there shortly after 
opening and was able to talk—and 
sample two sandwiches from the 
menu. 


The menu offers 10 items—six hot 
dogs, a Polish sausage, a hotlink, 
and two Italian beef sandwiches. The 
meat all comes from Vienna Beef, a 
Chicago company founded in 1893, a 
beloved hometown brand name that 
instantly evokes a response from 
Windy City natives. In addition to 
meat, the company sells condiments, 
relishes and poppy seed rolls, both 
to restaurants and retail stores. The 
website has a photo of Mike Ditka 
with a hot dog. ‘Nuff said. 


Crespo saw an opportunity to be 
the first and only restaurant on 
the Emerald Coast to serve Vienna 
Beef. Vienna Beef agreed to ship... 
to Tampa. The partners travel there 
regularly to pick up franks and 
Italian beef, plus relish, condiments, 
peppers, giardiniera, and _ rolls. 
Service starts at 11 AM daily except 
for Sundays, and continues to early 
evening, though Crespo has a plan: 
“We hope to be the first street food 
vendor to be open until midnight.” 


I’d planned to order what I figured 
were the two most representative 
items on the menu—the Chicago 
Style Dog and the Italian Beef 
sandwich. Crespo apparently read 
my mind—“I hope you came hungry,” 
he said, and asked Joe Jr. to start 
me with the dog. Joe Jr. assembled 
the sandwich on a metal holder, the 
kind they use for making tacos, and 
perfectly suited for hot dogs. 
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Another dog day afternoon with Joe Crespo Jr., Jose Garcia and Joseph Crespo. 


In addition to the beef dog, there’s 
mustard, the “neon green” Vienna 
Beef brand relish, slim sport 
peppers, fresh tomato and pickle 
wedges, onions and celery salt. It 
required balance to keep level in the 
brief time it took for me to eat. It’s 
colorful, and the ingredients are a 
perfect balance of savory, salty, hot, 
cold, and crunchy. The hot dog has 
the characteristic “snap,” thanks to 
its all-natural casing (the traditional 
way). 


While I ate, Beachcomber Editor 
Chris Manson stopped by to visit and 
place an order to go. Jose Garcia also 
arrived, so it was a full kitchen. I had 
finished what turned out to be just 
my appetizer. “Give him an Italian 
beef,” said Crespo to Joe Jr. 


Garcia is retired military, a Vietnam 
veteran, and founder of Fort Walton 
Beach’s annual Latin Salsa Fest. 
He had no direct experience in the 
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restaurant business. “I learned the 
military way,” he said, “OTJ [on the 
job] training.” Garcia always wanted 
to start a business, and after talking 
it over for two years, he and Crespo 
took the plunge. 


My Italian slow-simmered and 
seasoned beef sandwich was served 
on French bread, with bell peppers 
and giardiniera (basically pickled 
chopped salad) and “baptized,” 
Chicago parlance for a ladle of 
cheese sauce. Crespo showed me the 
authentic Chicago stance, away from 
the counter, holding and eating it. I 
made a start, though I had to finish 
with a fork. 


Prices range from $6.50 to $10.50, 
with drink, chips and tax all included. 
There is no tip jar, so the menu price 
is what you pay. 


Customers were coming to line up, so 
I went outside to the dining area—a 


picnic bench a few feet away from 
the truck. One of the customers had 
a distinct Chicago accent, and voiced 
enthusiastic approval of the menu. 


Crespo and Garcia expressed their 
gratitude to Chris Smith and Keith 
Morin of the car dealership for 
accommodating the food truck— 
“they’ve been awesome.” Long-term 
plans include eventually placing 
trucks in Destin and Navarre as well 
as Fort Walton Beach. 


“We’re here for the locals,” said 
Crespo. “We'll stay as long as we 
can.” 


The Franks & Beef Connection food 
truck is located at 1006 N. Beal 
Pkwy. in Fort Walton Beach. They are 
open from 11 AM until early evening 
(5-7 PM) Monday through Saturday. 
Credit cards are accepted, and large 
orders welcomed. Phone number is
